ACCOMMODATION  IN  HOSPITAL. 


The  Hospital  contains  13  beds  viz  :  7  in  the  general  Wards, 
3  in  the  new  Maternity  Block,  1  in  the  Isolation  Ward  and  two  in 
Private  Wards. 


RULES  OF  ADMISSION. 

1.  — The  endowments  of  the  Hospital  being  quite  insufficient 
to  provide  free  accommodation  for  all  patients. 

(а)  Those  who  absolutely  cannot  afford  to  pay  anything  are 
admitted  free  of  charge. 

(б)  Workpeople  who  contribute  to  a  fund  raised  at  their 
place  of  employment  and  other  contributors  to  the  Leicester 
Saturday  Hospital  Society  are  admitted  without  payment, 
and  this  benefit  extends  to  a  contributor’s  wife  and  children 
of  School  age. 

(c)  All  others  are  expected  to  contribute  according  to  their 
means,  and  terms  must  be  arranged  with  the  Hon. 
Secretary  before  admission. 

2.  — Insured  persons  having  no  dependants  shall  pay  over  their 
Insurance  Money  to  the  Hospital. 

3.  — All  patients  are  admitted  and  discharged  by  their  own 
Doctor  and  they  pay  his  charges  for  attendance  whilst  in  Hospital. 
All  patients  in  Hospital  must  be  under  the  care  of  a  Medical 
Attendant. 

4.  —  Every  patient  must  bring  towels,  soap,  a  comb  and  a 
change  of  underlinen. 

5 — Visiting  days  are  Wednesday  and  Thursday,  from  3  to 
4  p.tn.,  and  on  Sunday  from  2  to  4  p.m.  On  other  days  special 
permission  must  be  obtained  from  the  Matron. 

PRIVATE  ROOMS. 

Patients  are  received  at  fees  varying  according  to  the  nature 
of  the  case  Terms  must  be  arranged  with  the  Hon.  Secretary 
before  admission. 

OUT-PATIENTS. 

A  small  charge  is  made  for  each  attendance. 

A  NOTICE  BOARD  outlining  these  Rules  has  been 
placed  near  the  entrance  Gate  to  the  Hospital.

The  general  Expenditure  for  the  year  was  £1,314  Os.  4d.  as 
against  £1,098  16s.  4d.  for  1938, 

THE  ACCOUNTS. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  Balance  Sheet  that  we  began  the  year 
with  a  credit  balance  of  £24  18s.  lid.  and  closed  the  accounts 
with  a  balance  of  £86  6s.  Od.  As,  however,  £100  bad  to  be 
taken  from  the  Reserve  Account,  there  was  actually  a  deficiency  on 
the  year’s  working  of  £38  12s.  lid. 

There  has  been  a  considerable  increase  in  Patients’  payments 
which  is  due  to  the  new  Block  being  available  for  maternity  cases 
from  May  last.  There  "was  also  an  increase  in  Subscriptions  which 
is  largely  due  to  the  increased  contributions  by  employees  under  the 
Leicester  and  County  Saturday  Hospital  Pund.  It  is  also  gratifying 
to  note  that  there  is  an  increase  in  Donations 

There  has,  of  course,  been  a  marked  increase  in  the  expenditure 
as  more  patient’s  were  treated  and  the  Extensions  have  necessitated 
an  increase  in  staff  by  the  addition  of  a  Maternity  Sister  and 
domestic  help. 

CAPITAL. 

The  investments  now  standing  in  the  names  of  the  Official 
Trustees  of  Charitable  Funds  on  behalf  of  the  Trustees  of  the 
Hospital  represent,  at  cost  price,  £6839  6s.  7d  ,  there  have  been  no 
additions  during  the  year. 
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BOARD  OF  TRUSTEES. 

In  July  last  the  Trustees  had  the  misfortune  to  lose  their 
Chairman  through  the  untimely  death  of  the  Revd.  A.  W,  W. 
Wallace.  Although  he  had  only  been  Chairman  for  a  short  time,  he 
had  shown  great  interest  in  the  work  of  the  Hospital. 

Lord  Cromwell,  who  has  been  a  Trustee  for  some  years,  has 
been  appointed  Chairman  of  the  Board. 

The  Representative  Trustees  elected  by  local  Government 
authorities  in  1936  retired  in  October  last.  Mrs  Spencer,  Mr.  E.  B. 
Coles  and  the  Revd.  H.  F.  Toplis  have  been  returned  to  office,  but 
Mr.  J.  B.Pridmore’s  place  has  been  taken  by  Mr.  G.  W.  W.  Morris, 
The  Trustees  desire  to  place  on  record  their  deep  appreciation  of  Mr. 
Pridmore’s  assistance  on  the  Board  for  so  many  years. 

The  Subscribers  re-elected  their  Representative  Trustees  in 
November  last  for  a  further  period  of  office. 

SPECIAL  DAYS. 

The  feature  of  the  year  was  the  Opening,  on  the  7th  June  last 
of  the  Maternity  Block  and  Isolation  Ward  by  Canon  H.  S. 
Stephenson,  the  late  Rector  and  Chairman.  The  weather  was  ideal 
for  the  occasion  and  there  was  a  very  good  attendance.  Lord 
Cromwell  gave  a  short  history  of  the  Hospital  since  its  erection  in 
1899.  Canon  Stephenson,  in  declaring  the  Extensions  open,  expressed 
the  great  appreciation  of  all  concerned  to  Mr.  Spencer  for  his 
munificent  gift  of  the  money  for  building  and  equiping  these 
much  needed  additions  to  the  Hospital.  This  has  already  been 
amply  proved  by  the  greater  number  of  maternity  cases  it  has  been 
possible  to  take  since  the  opening,  which  has  left  the  other  part  of 
the  Hospital  free  for  other  cases. 

The  Committee  are  also  very  grateful  to  Mr.  Spencer  for  having 
the  forecourt  of  the  Hospital  properly  asphalted,  the  cost  of  this  being 
o£25  which  was  defrayed  by  him. 

Pound  day  proved  more  successful  this  year  as  «£27  6s.  Od. 
was  raised  in  money  and  750  lbs  of  provisions  and  household  goods 
were  received  from  supporters.  The  organisers,  collectors  and 
supporters  deserve  the  highest  praise  for  their  work  and  generosity. 
It  is  pleasing  to  realise  the  growing  desire  to  help  in  this  particular 
effort,  the  success  of  which  depends  far  more  on  the  number  of  givers 
than  on  the  size  of  the  individual  gifts. 
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The  collections  at  the  two  Meets  of  the  South  Atherstone 
Hounds  brought  in  £28  12s.  Ob  and  the  Committee  are  very 
grateful  again  to  Mr.  Harold  Woods  and  his  collectors,  as  well  as  to 
all  those  who  gave  so  liberally  on  these  occasions. 

Other  outstanding  events  were  the  Children’s  Carnival,  The 
Dance  at  Walton,  the  Entertainment  at  “  The  Kitz  ”  Cinema,  the 
Lutterworth  W.I.  Flower  Show  and  Sale,  the  Hounsfield  Cup 
Competition  and  the  repetition  of  the  ( >pening  of  Ullesthorpe  Court 
Grounds  and  Museum  by  Mr.  Hugh  Goodacre.  The  results  of  all 
these  efforts  will  be  found  in  the  list  of  Donations,  and  the  Trustees 
wish  to  express  their  best  thanks  to  the  organisers  and  supporters. 

Mention  must  also  be  made  of  the  splendid  sum  of  £10  raised  by 
Miss  Dalby  by  her  handicrafts. 

At  the  outbreak  of  war,  the  Hospital  was  included  in  the 
Emergency  Hospitals  Scheme  and  the  Committee  were  asked  to 
reserve  a  certain  number  of  beds  in  case  of  casualties.  At  the  end 
of  October,  the  Ministry  of  Health  intimated  that  they  did  not 
require  any  beds  to  be  kept  empty  at  the  Hospital  in  connection  with 
the  Scheme,  unless  a  fresh  direction  to  that  effect  was  given  by  the 
H  ospital  Officer  It  will  be  seen  from  the  Balance  Sheet  that 
certain  payments  have  been  made  for  the  beds  which  were  kept  empty 

In  order  to  facilitate  the  working  of  the  Casualty  Bureau  and  in 
connection  with  the  treatment  of  Service  sick  and  casualties,  the 
Hospital  has  joined  the  Leicester  and  Leicestershire  Affiliated  Group 
of  Hospitals  under  the  general  direction  of  Dr.  Jamie,  Group  Officer, 
Leicester. 

THE  MEDICAL  ATTENDANTS. 

The  Trustees  again  wish  to  express  their  sincere  appreciation  of 
the  valuable  work  carried  out  by  the  Doctors. 

THE  HONORARY  SECRETARY. 

In  November  last,  Mrs.  Bray,  the  Honorary  Secretary,  presented 
her  Beport  of  the  House  Committee’s  proceedings  for  the  past  year. 
The  Trustees  passed  a  very  hearty  vote  of  thanks  to  her  for  all  the 
work  she  had  done  for  the  Hospital  and  especially  during  the 
difficulties  of  the  past  year. 
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THE  NURSING  STAFF. 


There  has  been  a  change  of  Matron  during  the  year,  Mis9 
Parsons  having  left  at  the  end  of  April  last  to  be  married,  and  her 
place  was  filled  by  Miss  Cracknell.  She  has  carried  out  her  duties 
with  efficiency  and  kindness. 

The  Committee  wish  to  place  on  record  their  appreciation  of  the 
splendid  spirit  in  which  the  Matron  and  every  member  of  the  Staff 
carried  out  their  work  during  the  difficulties  and  inconveniences 
encountered  during  the  building  of  the  Maternity  Block  and 
Isolation  Wing. 

LEICESTER  &  COUNTY  SATURDAY  HOSPITAL  SOCIETY. 

The  Trustees  are  also  very  grateful  to  Miss  Henson  of  “  Ryder 
Cottage,”  Lutterworth,  who  kindly  undertook  to  act  as  Honorary 
Organiser  and  Collector  for  the  Leicester  and  County  Saturday 
Hospital  Society  for  the  benefit  of  the  Leicester  Royal  Infirmary  and 
our  Hospital.  It  is  understood  that  a  number  of  individual 
Subscribers  have  joined  the  Scheme  and  it  is  hoped  that  many  more 
will  be  added. 

THE  FUTURE. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  accounts  that  the  actual  income  for  the 
year  has  again  not  met  the  expenditure.  The  War  has  brought 
many  problems  and  the  Hospital  will,  no  doubt,  be  in  greater  need 
than  ever.  It  is  obvious  that  the  expenditure  will  be  larger,  but  the 
Trustees  feel  confident  that  they  can  look  to  all  those  who  work  for 
the  Hospital’s  cause  to  lose  no  opportunity  of  helping  in  any  way 
they  can  to  carry  on  the  work  of  this  much  needed  Institution.
